ly, three-fourths of a cup of rich 
milk, and bring to the boiling point. 
Add three-fourths of a cup of stewed 
and strained tomatoes to which has 
been added one-eighth of a teaspoon 
of soda. Again bring to the boiling 
point, and add two cups of finely 
cut soft, mild cheese, and two eggs 
slightly beaten. Season with salt, 
mustard, and cayenne. Serve as soon 
as cheese has melted. 

Cheese With Potato Puffs. 

One cup of mashed potatoes, one- 
fourth cup of milk, one egg, one-half 
teaspoon of salt, one-half cup of grated 
cheese. 

Beat the potatoes and milk to- 
gether until thoroughly mixed. Add 
the egg and the salt and beat thor- 
oughly. Finally add the cheese, Bake 
in muffin tins in a slow oven ten or 
fifteen minutes. 

A similar dish may be made by 
scooping out the inside of a baked 
potato and mixing it with cheese as 
above. Fill the potato-skin shell with 
the mixture, return to the oven, and 
bake until light brown. 


Omelet With Canned Lobster. 


Turn the lobster into @ saucepan; 
heat thoroughly with butter and pep- 
per and salt and half a glass of white 
wine, Make an omelet with six eggs 
in the usual way, putting on the warm 
bottom is cooked,

In Auto Equipment 
Field Is Predicted 


Charles ©. Philips}? genera! repre- 
sentative of the Electric Heater Spark 
Plug company, of St. Louis, Mo., pre- 
dicted a normal business in the auto- 
motive equipment field in 1922.

1OAD RATES 
WILL BE REDUCED 


Without action by railroad commis- 
sions of any state both freight and 


passenger rates throughout the coun-. 


try will be automatically reduced from 
3 per cent to 8 per cent through the 
removal of the federal tax January 1, 


1922, James A. Perry, member of the 
Georgia railroad commission, an- 


nounced Wednesday. Mr. Perry is- 
sued a statement showing the effect of 
this reduction.in Georgia. These re- 
ductions in addition to the discontin- 


uance of the Pullman surcharge made 
by the railroads will result in mate- 
rial reductions in expenses of travelers 
sn Georgia. The surcharge will be dis- 
continued in Georgia December 20, by 
an order of the state commission un- 
less a rehearing is granted in the case. 

In announcing the effect of the re- 
moval of the federal war tax on freight 
and passenger rates Commissioner 
Perry said 

“At the present time freight rates 
and express rates are plussed 3 per 
cent over and above the tariff require- 
ments to take care of this tax, while 
passengers riding in day coaches or 
Pullman cars are charged an 8 per 
cent tax both on tickets for railroad 
transportation and for the privilege 
of riding in Pullman cars. 

“Illustrating the saving to a passen- 
ger riding from Atlanta to Valdosta: 
The present railroad fare is $8.32, 
of which 75 cents is war tax; the pres- 
ent Pullman charge is $4.05, of which 
30 cents is tax and $1.25 Pullman sur- 
charge. The railroad commission has 
eliminated the surcharge by proper 
order effective December 20, 1921. So 
that the railroad commission’s action 
will produce as of January 1, 1922, a 
rate from Atlanta tuo Valdosta, includ- 
ing berth, of $11.07, instead of the 
$13.37 now in effect, a direct saving 
to a passenger moving from Atlanta 
to Valdosta of $2.30. 

“The reduction made by the com- 
mission in connection with the elimi- 
nation of the transportation § taxes 
should prove of material benefit to 
the travelers and shippers in Geor- 
gia.

GEORGE HANDLES 
TREATY SKILFULLY.

the agreement—Vlremier Lioyd-George 
skilfully defended the instrument of 
peace in the eyes of Britishers and 
at the same time painted it in attrac- 
tive colors for his Irish audience. 
His address to the house of com- 
mons, where a brilliant assembly of 
diplomats and members of the aristoc- 
racy marked the momentous opening 
of parliament by King George, was 
a cleverly constructed and logical ap- 
peal for ratification. It may have 
lacked some of the usual Lloyd-George 
vitality, but it lacked none of the pre- 
mier’s dexterity. His task was par- 
ticularly difficult because at the very 


moment he began his defense of the

Pineidating the treaty point by 
point, the premier laid great stress 
upon the fact that Great Britain has

Howard Speaks. 

In nominating Mr. Moore, chair- 
man of the meeting Wednesday, Judge 
G. H. Howard, attorney of the state 
highway department, sounded the Key- 
note campaign and urged the peopie 
to build for the future. He declared 
that in his opinion the meeting Wed- 
nesday was the most important in the 
history of Georgia in the past 50 
years. He called attention to the 
speech of Guyt McLendon, secretary of 
state of Georgia, which he delivered 
at Brunswick several weeks ago, in 
which the official appealed to the 
citizens to build a suitable outlet to 
the sea where surplus products may 
be marketed and turned into money. 
Judge Howard stated that good roads 
are necessary to get products to any 
market. 

“In order for Georgia to get $2,- 
000,000 federal aid which will be 
available in 1922,” he _ asserted, 
“the state must match dollar for dol- 
lar. Under the present system, the 
only way the state can get the federal 
money is for the counties to put up 
the money. 

“The federal government decided 
that it is too much trouble to deal 
with 160 counties in this state and a 
similar number in every state in the 
union, so it allowed. by a recent act, 
the states are given a certain time in 
which to amend their respective con- 
stitution, making it possible. for the 
federal government to deal directly 
with the state highway departments, 
which in turn, are authorized to con- 
struct and maintain roads throughout 
the state. 

“The federal aid fund is likely to 
increase from year to year, thereby 
giving the state more money from this 
source, and with\ the network of 
roads once built, it will not be neces- 
sary to have a large sum to maintain 
the roads.”’ 

Attention to Act. 

Judge Howard again called atten- 
tion to the fact that in his opinion, 
certain articles of the act of 1919, 
which created the highway depart- 
ment, are unconstitutional. He said 
that that portion of the act which 
authorized the state to issue refunding 
certificates to counties where local 
bond issues had passed and where the 
money had been used in construction 
of any designated state highway was 
null and void because the constitu- 
tion specifically states that the state 
cannot issue bonds except to suppress 
insurrection and to repel invasion, 

He pointed out that the state high- 
way department through a bond issue 
‘ uld do what the state cannot do, 
and urged the passage of two con- 
stitutional amendments by the legis- 
lature, which will put the matter up 
to the people of the state. He de- 
clared that the issue was sure to be 
authorized if the people were con- 
vivced that the state highway depart- 
ment was acting in good faith and 
would refund the money to counties 
that had already passed bonds. 

Judge Howard advised the floating

In the death of Dr. A. W. Van 
Hoose, at Rome, last Sunday, Geor-

Cashier Convicted 
Of Embezzlement 
Sent to State Farm 


U. H. Patrick, former cashier of 
the Citizens’ Bank of Cochran, who 
was convicted Tuesday at Cochran 
on @ charge of embezzlement of $7,000 
f-um the bank and given a sentence of 
from three to five years, was assign- 
ed to service at the state peniten- 
tiary at Milledgeville Wednesday by 
the state prison commission. Pat- 
rick, accompanied by an officer and 
one of his attorneys, “Robert 
Barnes, of Macon, was at the office 
of the prison commission Wednesday 
to ascertain to what service he would 
be designated. 

It was announced at the prison com- 
mission that Patrick’s total sentence 
-in the case was from three to five 
years. It had been reported errone- 
ously from Cochran that the sen- 
tences imposed on Patrick aggregated 
from 22 to 38 years. This mistake 
grew out of the fact that Patrick had 
entered a plea of guilty on several 
indictments in connection with the 
charges and the judge imposed sey- 
eral sentences on these charges. The 
sentences, however, were “concurrent 
sentences” and should not have been 
added together. 

Attorney Barnes declared in Atlan- 
ta Wednesday that the publication 
of the statement that Patrick had to 
serve from 22 to years was an in- 
justice to the convicted man as well:

Mr. Thornton is survived by a son, 
Eugene Ely Thornton; a daughter,

As Mr. Thornton apparently had 
been in good health despite his ad- 
vanced age, his death comes as a 
shock to his friends. 

For more than 50 years he had been 
a resident of Atlanta, and for years 
was identified prominently with vir- 
tually every phase of the city’s life.

Six Branches of Industry. 

Mr. Hopf said that the six branches

‘As chairman of the national budget 
committee, Mr. Pratt is completing a 
transcontinental tour in the interest of 
budgetry reform. He was introduced 
to the forum by Eugene R. Black, 
president of the Atlanta Trust com- 
pany, and chairman of the local bud- 
get committee. The tour is conducted 
to stimulate a public sentiment in 
favor of the budget plan of govern- 
ment appropriations. 

The federal budget act of June, 
1921, Mr. Pratt said, simply provides 
the machinery under which the presi- 
dent may have prepared for his sub- 
mission to congress at the opening of 
the, session, on the first Monday in 
each December, accurate estimates of 
the real needs of the national govern- 
ment, both as to revenues and ex- 
penditures. 

“Under this legislation and the most 
excellent progress made by Brigadier 
(reneral Dawes, director of the budget 
bureau, since July 1, a reduction of 
$600,000 in the estimates (about 12 1-2 
per cent of the original estimates of 
the treasury department in the spring 
of 1922) has been made by cutting 
ut the ‘padding’ in the original esti- 
mates of the executive bureaus and 
departments,’ Mr. Pratt asid. 

“This Was brought about by a co- 
ordination of various government ac- 
tivities. Further large reductions in 
expenditures can be made as time goes 
on, and as the budget bureau develops 
its organization.” 

So far as the proportion of this 
$600,000 represented by cuts in de- 
partmental estimates is concerned, he 
said, the actual saving can be realized 
only as congress supports the figures 
contained in the president’s budget. 

A rule by which the members of 
both houses of congress deny them- 
selves the right to introduce any bills 
calling for the appropriation of moneys 
until the president’s budget is acted 
upon and disposed of, was advocated 
by Mr. Pratt. 

“The only voice which the represen- 
tuatives and senators will heed in put- 
ting into practical effect such a self- 
denying rule is the voice of their con- 
stituents,” he declared.

Plans that will result in redoubled 
efforts to make work for the 5,000 
jobless in Atlanta were discussed at 
a meeting Wednesday morning in the 
office of Mayor Key at city hall. 

The earliest possible beginning of 
work under the bond issue was prom- 
ised by the mayor. This would afford 
a substantial relief. Julian Boehm 
was appointed a committee of one to 
speak before every civic organization 
in the city to pledge employers to 
take on more men. Mrs. Albert Thorn- 
ton, Sr., Mrs. B. M. Boykin and Mrs. 
Archibald Davis, representing the Fed- 
eration of Women’s clubs, pledged 
assistance of the clubs in distributing 
sewing to the unemployed women of 
the city. ' 

Any person needing sewing may 
help the situation by applying at once, 
as many women are badly in need of 
work. They are asked to apply to 
the registration bureau in the city 
hall, or at the Y. W. C. A., where a 
number of women seeking employment 
are registered. 

Bankers of Atlanta are to be called 
into consultation relative to their 
measure of service in the movement 
for new building activity. It was 
pointed out by Victor Kriegshaber, 
representing the building material’ 
trades in Atlanta, that the tightness 
of money and the unwillingness of 
banks to lend on second mortgages, 
has caused a decided slump in con- 
struction work.

DRIVE IS PLANNED 


Campaign Will Be Con- 
ducted by Presbyterians 
for the Support of Two 
Educational Institutions. 


Whether or not the Presbyterians 
of Georgia will maintain in this state 
the traditional reputation of their 
church for fostering higher education 
uner denominational influence, or 
whether projects already under way 
to this end will be definitely refused 
the support of the church, will be de- 
cided next month when a campaign 
for the support of two of its institu- 
tions is undertaken. 

On January 15, a campaign will be 
launched under the authority of the 
Synod of Georgia for $200,000 to‘ be 
devoted to forwarding the work of the 
only two educational institutions main- 
tained by the synod—the Mountain 
School for Boys and Girls, at Nacoo- 
chee, and the North Avenue Presby- 
terian School of Atlanta. 

These two institutions are the only 
two in the state fostered by the de- 
nomination in Georgia. According to 
the Presbyterians themselves, the 
schools have received neither the 
financial nor the moral support from 
the denomination they deserved. In 
announcing the undertaking of the 
campaigr, the synod puts itself on rec- 
ord squarely as testing the temper of 
its members toward denominational 
education. 

Candler Is Chairman. 

Scott Candler, prominent Atlanta 
attorney, has been named general 
chairman for Georgia in this cam- 
paign. He has established headquar- 
ters in room 414, Chamber of Com- 
merce building, and from there ap- 
peals will be sent to every presbtyery 
and every session in the state to foster 
these two schools that are declared so 
vitally necessary to the denomina- 
tional life of the church. 

“Presbyterians of Georgia have 
nothing to be proud of in relation to 
their work for education,” 
Candler. “Our denomination has 
started many schools. Our members 
promise them wholehearted support, 
but invariably, after the, bon enthu- 
sliasm for these works hadgeooled, the 
projetes withered and @ied. Our 
graveyard of educational .fnstitutions 
is really remarkable. It’s more—its 
appalling. No less than sixteen 
schools started by Presbyterians of 
Georgia have eked out an existence 
for a brief time and then ding of 
inertia. 

“We believe, though, that our de- 
nomination is angised to the. necessity 
of denominational education.

In College Work! 


Memphis, Tenn., December 14.—A 
definite step toward closer co-opera- 
tion with other denominations in the 
cause of Christian education was tak- 
en here today at the sessions of we 
educationa] association of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, when, 
by a unanimous vote, the convention 
agreed to the appointment of a com- 
mittee to confer with the Baptist and 
Southern Presbyterian educational 
boards on a broad program for educa- 
tional advancement in colleges of the 
various southern churches, 

Although not specifically stated in 
the resolution, it was advocated by 
several speakers that this move to- 
ward educational co-operation shouwia 
be extended to other denominations 
having colleges in southern states. 
The action was taken on the request 
of the Rev. Dr. A. R. Bond, of Bir- 
mingham, secretary of the Baptist ed- 
ucational board.
